Strictly speaking, 
we may say there are not more than 
•'X legal districts in the county, out- 
sice of our Columbia Graded School 
and the ten coioied . sub-districts. 
Under thie elate of aflaiis %he beet 
teat'her with lirst-class cerritlctte, 
State Certiticate, or State Diploma, 
with Normal timining and large ex- 
perienc»e irets only IS.00 per ii.onth 
more tlian tlte poorest teacher with 
third-class certificate, iio experience 
and no training This will certainly 
drive the better teachers out of the 
profession in no-iery long time. Thif 
places no premium upon merit. There 
is no incent ive to 1 !!e boy or •^\\-\ to 
prepare in earnest for teaching, v\hen 
the beet talent, the highest aspira- 
tion, the ccn.pletost i ^Lparat ion. af)d 
the ripest experience can rise only 
$5 00 per montli above the lowest in 
the profession But what is the rem 
edyV Tills is easier to ask than to 
answer. The first suggestion I would 
naake is this: Reduce the number of 
istricts. Make them all legal dis- 
tricts, if possible. Make no new dis- 
trieta, uiriess in so doing one or two 
old oifts can be abolished, and the 
otl;era alfected b> the formation of 
file new district be left at least as 
large as before, if not larger. The TS 
wliite districts should be reduced to 
6dln number. 0»tside of our Columbia 
Graded S.tiiool, the average salary of 
the teacher ihisytar in .\dair county 
is $3~.0t> per mouth counting assist 
ants a^d colored teachers. By tedue- 
ing the tn;ml>er of districts to <iO we 
can raise the averageto$4(j per month.

There has nerer been an 

anp nor a life lost from vaccina- 
tion in Kentucky. Properly 
done by a competent physician, 
it is devoid of danger, is inex- 
pensive, and is the only prevent- 
hre against sbmU pox. More 
has been apent, moat of it 
m fmBbatcs^llBBudl pox 
in the last feir jean In Ken- 
tucky, than has been expended 
in thirty years in protecting our 
people from typhoid fever, con- 
Bi|mption and the other common 
di ss as e a of everyday;»life» and 
yet more deaths have oeearred 
fiOBaitiMr typhoid or conaump- 
tion in the past year than small 
pox, yeUow fever and cholera, 
combined, have caused in a cen- 
tury. 

The Board is frequently asked 
why the law requires vaccination 
at three points an iaeh apart on 
Uw am. Recauae experience 
teaches in GeraMny that no one 
havinff three or'more sood scars 
haa had small pox. Vaccination 
does its work of protection 
through the glands under the 
arm. Charging these glands 
from three points instead of one 
Bakes them atannfacture more 
«r the proteetive elmiiwit, 

Km aoon aa a eaae of aflsall pox 
oeeors, every individual exposed 
should be properly vaccinated or 
revaccinated, and there should 
be no second case of the disease. 
It is unnecessary to quarantine 
tlie weU, provided they have 
besa sneeeaaf oUy vaoeinated, 

nil a ariademeauor poaiah- 
aUehya fine of from $100 to 
$1,000 for any one having an 
eruption even resembling small 
pox, to go on any public street 
or road or any place where well 
people are. If the court officials 
willcBfaroe thia law and the 
aBereqoiriBK vacrination, they 
wU aetuaUy pot into practice 
eome real eeooomy instead of 
the variety it is popular to talk 
about at election time. To pre- 
vent not only small pox, but the 
commoner and more dangerous 
that cauie noat of our 
and death m Kentucky, 
weneedahnply real edaeatior, 
■etnal lair miforeeme n t, and a 
health officer in each jurisdiction 
who can devote his entire time 
to, and earn a living by prevent- 
ing sickness and death instead 
of treating people for onneeessa- 



salary or wages of any kind. In- 
telligent people will be vacci- 
nated without compulsion be- 
cause it is reasonable, necessary 
aad lawful; and healdi and oth- 
er officialB are urged to see that 
thooewhoaroBOt hitelUgeDt he 
eompeOod to be Yieefaiated so 
that the unneeeasary dram on 
the city and county treasuries 
and on the purses of the people 
themselves from this entirely 
unnecessary pestilence be stop- 
ped. Small pox, like murder, 
will only be prevented when the 
hiw is enforced. In Germany 
they have noamall pox because 
they enforce compul^ry educa- 
tion and compulsory vaccination. 

This Board urges all the peo- 
ple of Kentucky who read this to 
be vaccinated themselves at 
onee. or be refaednated if they 
have not been vaccinated within 
seven years, and to see that 
their families, nmghbors and 
dependents are vaccinated imme- 
diately. 

Fresh, reliable vaccine virus 
may be secured from the State 
Board of Health, Bowling Green 
Kentucky, for $6.60 for eech one 
hundred points.

WINTER FEED FOR FOWLS. 

An ample as well as a varied supply 
of green feed to hens during the win- 
ter la important far the health of the 
fowls. Its value does not lie in tbe 
amount of nutriment it contains, but 
48 an agent in digestion. I'owls eat 
more when fed green food tiian otber- 
iMae. Vegetables indnco Inemaoad eat- 
ing, hence increased egg production. 

Nearly all the common vegetables 
are rellslied by fowls, and they should 
be fed at regular Interraia. Mangels 
are eaay to mlae and keep welL Oib- 
bage is a good food; the hens like It 
and it does not flavor the egg. Tur- 
nips are an excellent vegetable for 
fowls when grown right, stored aod 
cooked. Rape Is «n ezcellaat green 
food to plant in the runs. Potatoes 
are good only when boiled. As a role, 
they are too expensive to feed to poul 
try. Onions, when they can be had. 
are an excellent feed and. H^e \eti 
fuce, are ex client for f-hicks. Silage 
may be used, provided that only a 
imall qnantity Is fed at flrst nnttl the
